( “Wizard” Smith was driving 
the “I. H. Stewart Enterprise,” 
a car specially built for the at- 
tempt and with the additional 
object of attacking Sir Malcolm 
Campbell’s 245 miles an ~ hour 
for the measured mile.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 27. 
A STATE OF EMERGENCY may be declared 
by the Shanghai Municipal Council at 
any time. ’ 

The situation is, indeed, so critical and fraught with 
such dangerous possibilities that the action would pro- 
bably have been taken already but for the fact that the 
control of the International Settlement would automati- 
cally pass to the Senior Naval Officer present, who is 
Admiral Shiozawa, whose ultimatum has led to the 
development of the crisis. 

It is obvious that Admiral Shiosawa would be in an 
exceedingly embarrassing position, and it is believed that 
Brigadier-Gencral Fleming would take charge of the 
defence of the Settlement, pending the possible early 
arrival of Admiral Taylor from Manila, or Admiral Sir 
Howard Kelly, from Singapore. 


MAYOR NOW LIKELY TO GIVE WAY. 


Disaster may, however,.be avoided. I learn that 
Mr. Wu Tieh-chen, the Mayor of Greater Shanghai, is 
ready to meet Mr. Murai’s demands today. There is 
reason to hope that a satisfactory reply to the

No League Warning. 


: Geneva, Jan, 26. 

Reuter learns authoritatively 
that there is no truth in the re- 
port that the Council of the 
League of Nations has decided to 
warn Japin regarding develop- 
ments [n Shanghai.

In directing attention to the 
inadequacy of Kowloon’s hospital 
accommodation and the lack éf ade- 
quate ilities for conveying in- 
fective enses acroaa the harbour, 
the Hon, Mr. J. P. Braga is per 
forming a public service, .On the 
latter issue, there has long been 
ground for complaint, and the In- 
stance cited, in which an applica- 
tion for the special launch was put 
in at elght o'clock one evening but 
was not complied with until after 
nine o'clock the following morning, 
would acem to call for a goad deat 
of explanation, A system which 
ix Hable to breakdown in thix man- 
ner obviously needs tightening up. 
In any event, there would appear a 
big necessity for arrangements 
whereby infected patients can 
secure accommodation on the main- 
land, without being exposed to the 
risks, possibly to others ag well as 
themselves. of a crosa-harbour 
journey. So long as Kowloon is

The oppression of the Ukrainian 
minority in Poland is growing 
worse every day. It would per- 
hapa be wearlsome to record = the 
oppressive acta that are being 
committed in ever-growing num- 
bera—the  closinse down of co- 
operatives and schools, the dis- 
misaal pf tenchera, the wrecking of 
eareerg, the denial of political 
righte, the arrest, the savage aen- 
tenees passed on innocent people, 
the continual bullying and intimt- 
dation, Such a record would be 
of almost: impossible length. 

But there are certain things that 
ennnot be left unrecorded, that 
must be heard by the civilised 
wortd—namely, the horrible and 
inhuman harbarities that are {n- 
tflicted on Ukrainian political pri- 
soners in Polish gnols, and which 
are part of the war waged by the 
Poliah dictatorship against the 
Ukrainian minority. The follow. 
ing account will give w few of the 
many facta T have gathered from 
eyewitnesses, from the victims

He 
lost. consciousness but was brought 
to by a pail of cold water, 

The cross-cexamination begun 
afresh, He declared he could not 
say he belonged to the U.W.O, if 
he did not belong to it. Therefore 
he was tortured Ina more horrible 
manner than before, while his 
jtereams were again stifled. He 
jWas taken back to his cell, but 
could not sleep because of the 
pain, nor could he stand on his

Asked to be Killed... ., 


This time he was beaten on his 
bare toes, one of the men counting 
out fifty blows. Then he war 
strapped to a bed, face upwards, 
and water wus poured down his 
nostrils from a Httle can. The 
water filled his nose and = mouth. 
He aspluttered and suffocated. Hoe 
felt extreme pain and a terrible 
fear of drowning, although he 
could not drown on the bed. This 
treatment whos repeated  throec 
times, whereapon he lost consci- 
/ousness, When he enme to he waa 

turned round and tied to the bed | 
fuce downwards, His back wns 
bare and he was beaten in the 
region of the kidneys. He scream- 
ed, and was kicked afreah.

Traditional Methods. 


The case of the prisoner Dacys-" 
zyn differs from many others in 
so far as there seems to be no 
doubt about his guilt. Before the 
war, especlally in the years 1906 
and 1906, srmed attacks were 
sometinies made on banks, mall- 
vans, and so on by Russian and 
Polish revolutionaries. Pulsudski 
himself, og well as “some of .the ° 
well-known Russian leaders, or- 
ganised such robberies, or “expro- 
priations,” as they were called.

past shows — that 
there’ have always been pos- 
sibilities of achievement for 
women of character and ability, 
{hough in the masses the girl still 
remained in a subordinate —posi- 
tion. Until recently she had no 
rights, no education, and, wag 
seen little in public. 
New Future For Chinese Women. 
“Phe status of the, Chinese 
girl is now very diferent ‘and 
this new freedom is spreading 
quickly in-all parts of China... 
Signs are not lacking’ which 
indiente that the girl of China is 
becoming increasingly conscious of 
her own individuality... Our aim 
here is, by means of a liberal 
education, (to give -her adapta- 
bility: un education whieh will. 
cultivate a sense of measure,’ give 
n mastery of self and which will 
help her to mect ably all the 
circumstances in life, so that 
when school-days are over she 
can accept in its fullest meaning’ 
her place in the home.” 
Concluding, Miss Skinner said 
that regretfully enough the home 
was still viewed by the majority 
as merely a sphere for the exorcise 
of rudimentary family functions. 
In reality it had to be neon in its 
fruo social Nght, as the point of 
departure for all activities of the 
community, when it could thus 
give scope to woman's intellect 
and meet the largost needa of her 
nature,

THE MEANING OF BEING A 
HUMAN BEING. - : 


An interesting address ontitled 
“The Meaning of being a Human 
Boing,” was delivered’ by lev. 
Errla C. H. Tribbeck to the Young 
People’s Society, Kowloon Union 
Church; yesterday ovening. Tho 
speaker said in part: 

“The more I sec of men, tha 
more I love my dog” sald some 
wag. I should comniend him for 
loving his dog, but I sm not suro 
that I should commend him for 
his view of men: it implies a low 
view of men. It Je possible to 
tnke a higher view of men. Some- 
one once. said, addressing God, 


“When I consider Thy hea- 
vens, the work of Thy fingers, 

The moon and tho stars, 
which Thou hast ordained; 

What is man, that Thou art 
mindful of him? 

And the son of man that Thou 
visitest him?” ’ 


The best way to understand 
that saying is to underline the 
word “Thou.” “When 1 think of 
Who Thou art, and what Thou 
hast made, how wonderful must 
man be that Thon art mindful of 
him.” [t is not a comment on the 
insignificance of man as compar 
ed with the heavens, but an ex- 
elamation proclaiming the impor; 
tance of man. Many people mis- 
understand — this saying, You 
need only to read the rest of the 
Psalm lo see what the writer 
meana. He goes on to shew how 
man {a so important as to be 
wecond only to the angela, with 
dominion over the animal world. 


Kinship With Animals. 


It is quite a youd thing for us 
to recoynise our kinship with 
animals, Both the wag whom I 
quoted firat, und the Psalmist 
whom I quoted second, recognised 
a relationship with animals. 
Some people imagine that Char- 
les Darwin Was the first to do this, 
but ag Chesterton has somewhere 
cleverly remarked, our kinship 
with animals waa recognised long 
before evolution was thought of.
